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HE Gentlemen who diffented from a refolution of the | 


General Affembly, on the 28th of May laft, by publith- 
ing their reafons of diffent, have made an appeal to the world, 
and have Called upon a friend to moderation to flare what he 
apprehends to have been the grounds upon which the judgment 
of the Affembly proceeded. 

It was propofed by two Synods, That the General Affem- 
bly fhould rake the methods which, to their wifdom, appeared 
the moft effe€tual, for obtaining a repeal of the a& 1712, by 
which the nomination of minifters to vacant benefices in the 
Church of Scotland is vefted in patrons, and a reftoration of 
the aét 1690, by which the nomination is vefted in the con- 
junét body of the heritors and elders of the parifh. The Sy- 
nods ftated, as their reafuns for making this propofal, ‘That the 
a&t 1712 is the object of general averfion, and has produced 
much difcord ; and that the a 1690 would be ectepeable to 
the people of Scorland, and would. reflore the peace of the 
country. 

In oppofition to thefe overtures it was argued, That although 
it was known that, in fome parts of Scotland, the right of pa- 
tronage, for particular caufes; is not much in favor with the 
people ; yet it was equally well known, that, in other parts of 
the kingdom, it is neither confidered nor felt as a grievance ; 
and that, in the opinion of many wife men, parithes are ferled 
by the exercife of this right, in a manner more quiet, and more 
confonant to the ends of a gofpel miniltry, than by the canyaf- 
fing and intrigues which obtained while the act 1690 was in 
force. It was remarked alfo, that, fince the law of patronage 
has been regularly and conftitutionally enforced by a train of 
uniform *ecifions, the number of contefted fertlements has dai- 
ly decreated ; and that, at this very time, when that law is faid 
to be an objet of general averfion, there is not one contelted 
fettlemcnt in dependence before the Church Courts. 

It is by no means evident, that the aé& £690 would be more 
generally acceptable thian the af 1712. To the common peo- 
ple it gives no more power, in the choite of their minifters, 
than they at prefent enjoy.

The bitepnel df religious hatred 
would have empoifoned the fweets of fociety; and a queftion 
of civil right, clothed, by the authority which propéfed it, in 
a faered garb, would have inflamed and divided the minds of 
men in many corners, where, at prefent, it is not even a fub- 
ject of converfation ;—~all this, too, at a time which will be ai- 
lowed to be the moft improper for Fomenting diffeations ; when

It was concerning the pragrefi only, not the refult of this 
confultation, that the majority of the Affembly entertained any 
folicitude.
